Welcome to the world of personal music players 
and the digital lifestyle. Using the latest technologi- 
cal advances in both hardware and software, the 
Odyssey 200 allows you to carry a library of your 
favorite music wherever you go. 

what is MP3? MP3 stands for MPEG-1 or MPEG-2, layer 3. MP3 
files can be compressed up to l/20th of the size of 
original Wave files. 

You can download MP3 files from the Internet or 
create them from your personal music CDs by 
using the MusicMatch software. Then you down- 
load the MP3 files to your player for CD quality 
sound without the need for bulky cassette tapes or 
CDs.

Battery Installation 

The AA battery included with your Odyssey 200 
will last for up to 12 hours of play. To replace the 
battery: 

1 . Loosen the battery cover on the back of the 
player by sliding the cover downward. 
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2. Remove the dead battery from the player. 

3. Insert new battery with + end to the left and the 
- end towards the coil on the right. 




4. Replace the battery cover and the player is 
ready to use. 

Power Odyssey 200 On and Off 

power on To turn on the player, press and release the 

button. You will see an animated display followed 
by a check of the player's internal memory and if 
installed, SMC memory. 

power off To shut off your Odyssey 200 press and hold the 
button. 

Or, the player will automatically shut off after three 
minutes of inactivity, for example, in Play Mode, 
but not during music playback or Radio Mode.

When you press and release the button the 
Odyssey 200 powers on and displays the initial, 
Play Mode on the LCD.

The Odyssey 200 equalizer adjusts bass or treble to 
one of five options to enhance the sound. 

This option is adjusted in Play Mode or Record 
Mode only, by pressing the EQ button until the 
LCD shows the setting you want. The player auto- 
matically returns to the previous display after each 
EQ button press and displays an icon letter indicat- 
ing the current equalizer setting. The five options 
are: 

Flat is an equal balance of bass and treble. 
Suitable for Pop music. 
Suitable for Rock music. 
Suitable for Classical music. 
X-Bass provides more bass.

end of each track. 

ctjd Plays all stored tracks continuously. That is, after 
the player plays the last track, it cycles back to the 
first track. 

cj Repeats only the currently selected track. 
shuf Shuffle plays tracks in a random order. 



Overview of Player Modes

Each mode is briefly described below, for detailed 
information about a particular mode, see the pro- 
vided page reference. 

Play Mode is the initial mode when you first turn 
on the player. This mode is used to display music 
and voice tracks; three tracks on each display. Use 
the Joystick to navigate and select a track to play. 
For more information, see Play Mode on page 40. 

Radio Mode is used to listen to a FM radio sta- 
tion. This mode includes features to scan and seek 
stations as well as set up to 20 favorite channels. 
For more information, see Radio Mode on 
page 42. 

Record Mode is used to create a voice recording 
by speaking into the internal microphone. 

When there are no voice recordings on the player, 
"NO TRACK" shows on the LCD. However, once 
you create voice recordings, the tracks are listed in 
this mode. 

For more information, see Record Mode on 
page 44. 

There are two ways to remove files from your 
player: by using the Odyssey Manager software 
installed on your PC or by using the player's Erase 
Mode. 

When you first enter the player's Erase Mode, the 
LCD shows as illustrated, quickly followed by two 
menu choices: ERASE ALL and ERASE FILE.

You can quickly cancel Erase Mode by pressing the 
Mode button.

Chapter 3: Install Software 



Before you can use your Odyssey 200 you must 
install the e. Digital Odyssey Manager software and 
MusicMatch software. 

MusicMatch is third-party software that you can use 
on your PC to rip (create) MP3 files from a music 
CD. The Odyssey Manager software provides the 
ability to manage and transfer files between your 
PC and player. 

Install the Odyssey Manager software before 
connecting your player to the USB cable and your 
PC, otherwise, your PC will have problems 
recognizing the USB driver for your Odyssey 200. 
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Install Odyssey Manager Software 

The Odyssey Manager software provides the link 
between your PC and your player allowing you to 
transfer or manage files. 

Follow these instructions to install the e. Digital 
Odyssey Manager software on your PC. 

1. Insert the installation CD into your PC's CD 
drive. 

2. From the installation page, click the Odyssey 
Manager button. 




3. From the InstallShield Wizard dialog, click

Install MusicMatch Software 

MusicMatch is third party software you can use to 
create (rip) digital files of your music CD on your 
PC. If you already have a favorite CD ripping pro- 
gram, you can use that instead. 

MusicMatch for Windows software is included on 
the e. Digital installation CD. However, if you use a 
Mac, you may have to download the Mac version 
from www.ediq.com/product-support in Step 3 a. 

In most cases, the default installation options are 
suitable. To install the MusicMatch software: 

1. The installation CD should still be in your PC's 
CD drive from the Odyssey Manager installa- 
tion described on page 16. 

2. From the installation page, click the music- 
match Jukebox button.

Windows XP Special Procedure 

Windows XP computers require one more installa- 
tion procedure after you install the software. The 
following procedure ensures that the Odyssey 200 
USB driver is correctly installed: 

CONNECT THE USB CABLE FOR WINDOWS XP PROCEDURE 

Before you connect the player to your PC with the 
v provided USB cable, ensure your player is 
stopped. 

1 . Ensure the installation CD is in the PC CD 
drive. 

2. Insert the larger end of the cable into the PC 
USB port. 
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On the player, open the rubber lid of the USB 
port and connect the smaller end of the 
cable to the player. 

The USB connector should slide easily into the 
port; do not use force. 

Turn on the player. 

The player LCD shows USB CONNECTED.

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Create Digital Music Files 

The MusicMatch software you installed in Chapter 
3 allows you to convert music tracks from any sup- 
ported format to MP3 files. This conversion, some- 
times called "ripping," is like recording your CDs to 
another medium. Once the tracks are ripped onto 
your PC's hard drive, you can then transfer them to 
the Odyssey 200. 

However, if you downloaded MP3 files via the 
Internet or have already ripped MP3 files from your 
music CD collection, you can skip this section and 
proceed to Connect the USB Cable on page 30 
and then Download Files To Player on page 31. 

• If your PC uses Microsoft Windows, follow the 
below instructions. 

• If you are using a Mac, go to Configure 
MusicMatch for Macs on page 28.

The Odyssey 200 comes with 128MB of internal 
storage which can hold up to 8.5 hours of voice 
recordings.
